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Kissinger wants to meet with Mao 


SEOUL. Korea (AP) - Henry A. Kiss- 


inger may be taken on a mystery trip 
next week while he Is In China - to the 
secret hideaway of Mao Tse-tung. 


The U.S. secretary of state started the 


ball rolling by asking for a half-day of 
"sightseeing." Now it is up to the Chi- 
nese to decide whether to take him to 
Mao. 


The Chinese usually do not rush Into 


things and Kissinger may not find out 
whether he is to have an audience with 
the 80-year-old Communist patriarch 
until he arrives in Peking on Monday. 


If he sees Mao, the Chinese may ask 


him not to disclose where the visit takes 
place. That has been their practice with 
other foreigners in recent months. 


Kissinger's old partner In U.S.-Chi- 


nese detente, Premier Chou En-lal, 76.' 
is known to be extremely ill. Even if 
they get together, it will be mostly for 
old times' sake. 


On this trip to the mainland, his first 


In a little more than a year, Kissinger 
will be dealing with a new foreign min- 
ister, Chlao Kuan-hua. Chiao. 66. was 
promoted only this month. As China's 
leading representative at the United Na- 
tions General Assembly, he is an inter- 
nationalist who is said to enjoy Chou's 
confidence. 


The basic purpose of Kissinger's visit 


is to assure the Chinese that there are no 
deals between President Ford and So- 
viet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev behind 


China's back at this weekend's meeting 
in Vladivostok. 


A summons from Mao would be taken 


to mean the Chinese are confident about 
U.S. friendship and wants the new rela- 
tionship accelerated. 


Mao is not known to have been in Pek- 


ing for months. Premier Poul Hartling 
of Denmark, who spent an hour with the 
party chairman last month, said. 
"There is no doubt that he's an old man, 
but he's a wise man, a well-informed 
man, with a clear mind and a sense of 
humor." 


One theory is that Mao is away from 


the capital not simply to nurse his 
health, but gathering strength for an at- 
tack on domestic enemies. He may be in 


Hangchow, south of Shanghai, where he 
spent the summer of 1965 just before 
launching the cultural revolution, or in 
Hunan, the province where he was born. 


Even while Mao was in Peking, vis- 


iting dignitaries, Including Kissinger, 
were not told in advance when they 
would see him. Last year Kissinger was 
summoned while having dinner with 
Chou in the Great Hall of the People in 
Peking. 


Kissinger will Fly to Peking on Mon- 


day afternoon from Tokyo after briefing 
Japanese Foreign Minister Toshio Ki- 
mura on the Vladivostok meeting. Trav- 
eling with the secretary this time will be 
his wife, Nancy, and his children by a 
previous marriage, Elizabeth, 15, and 
David, 13. They will join him in Tokyo.

phone & Telegraph Co. canceled on 
Friday its record $600 million bond is- 
sue in the aftermath of the antitrust suit 
by the Justice Department against the 
telephone company. 


AT&T and its brokers said the cancel- 


lation resulted from changed conditions 
and regulatory problems raised by the 
suit and unsettled conditions in the bond 
market following the Wednesday an- 
nouncement. 


AT&T would not talk about its plans 


for the issue, which was the largest util- 
ity offering on record and the second 
largest corporate bond issue ever. 


"Ultimately, I don't think the suit will 


have any great impact. And AT&T is 
certainly going to have to go to the capi- 
tal markets in the future to get money to 
run its business," said John Gut- 
tfreund, a partner at Salomon Brothers, 
the investment banking firm which 
worked with AT&T on the sale of the is- 
sue. 


Charles L. Brown, executive vice pres- 


ident of the telephone company, said 
"We want to give investors sufficient 
time to consider fully this develop- 
ment." 


Companies offering securities for sale 


to the public are required to file with the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
comprehensive statements about the 
situation of the company at the time of 
the offering. Because of the antitrust 
suit. AT&T's statements will have to be 
amended. 


"Between the offering and the closing 


of the issue, there was a material 
change in the prospects of AT&T which 
have to be discussed in detail with the 


VSJiC," Guttfreund said.

Palestine state 
endorsed by U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - The 


U.N. General Assembly, ignoring 
United States and Israeli opposition, en- 
dorsed the Palestinian's claim to state- 
hood Friday. 


The assembly also gave the Palestine 


Liberation Organization observer status 
at assembly sessions and U.N. confer- 
ences. 


The assembly voted 89-8 with 37 ab- 


stentions to adopt a broadly sponsored 
Third World resolution affirming the 
Palestinians' "right to national inde- 
pendence and sovereignty." The second 
vote giving the PLO observer status 
passed 9&-17 with 19 abstentions. 


Both votes were met with vigorous ap- 


plause from the assembly when they 
were announced by Assembly President 
Abdelaziz Bouteflika, the foreign min- 
ister of Algeria. 


Those voting against the first resolu- 


tion were Israel, the United States, Bo- 
livia, Chile, Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Ice- 
land and Norway. 


They were joined in voting against the 


second resolution by Britain, Canada, 
West Germany. Italy, Belgium, Den- 


mark, Ireland, the Netherlands, and 
Luxembourg. 


The outcome was a victory for the 


PLO, the Arab guerrilla umbrella orga- 
nization. Israel has refused to negotiate 
with the organization, calling it a band 
of terrorists and murderers. 


The two assembly votes were de- 


nounced by Israeli Ambassador Yosef 
Tekoah, but as the Israeli envoy took the 
rostrum many of the delegates had al- 
ready begun to walk out of the assembly 
hall. 


"These are sad days for the United 


Nations. These are days of degradation 
and of surrender and humiliation for the 
international community," Tekoah 
said. 


He said the assembly was "helping 


lift up the sword against the very la- 
tion" that gave the world the messa ;e: 
"Nation shall not lift up sword agai.ist 
nation."

Guerrillas flown to Tunis 
to meet hijacker demands

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) - Thirteen Pa- 


lestinian guerrillas were flown in from 
Cairo early Saturday to meet the de- 
-mands of three comrades holding 41 
hostages aboard a hijacked British jetli- 
ner, the official Tunisian news agency 
reported. 


The agency said the prisoners were 


handed over in Cairo to Yasir Arafat's 
Palestine Liberation Organization. They 
were brought to Tunis in a special Egyp- 
tian Airlines flight together with a PLO 
delegation headed by Abou Ayed. a 
member of the guerrilla organization's 
executive committee. 


The three hijackers had threatened to 


execute their hostages one by one unless 
the 13 men held in Cairo were freed. But 
the threatened execution was postponed 
three times by the hijackers. 


There also were reports the hijackers 


demanded release of two Palestinians 
jailed in the Netherlands. 


Tunisian authorities said the Dutch 


government told them it was ready to 
release the two prisoners, but there was 
no indication whether they were en 
route to Tunis. 


Premier Joop den Uyl of the Nether- 


lands said earlier his government had 
not received any demands directly from 


the hijackers and was planning no ac- 
tion. 


The 13 prisoners brought from Cairo 


were believed to be eight convicted in 
Sudan of killing two U.S. diplomats and 
a Belgian envoy last year and five for- 
merly jailed in Italy for plotting to blow- 
up an Israeli jetliner in Rome. 


All were later sent to Egypt, where 


they have been held "at the disposal" of 
the PLO. recognized by Egypt and other 
Arab countries as the only legal author- 
ity of the Palestinian people.

the negotiations with the hijackers, had

30 per cent from last year. Many of the 
auto employes will receive most of their 
salary during the layoff under union 
contracts.

Steel's announcement of the layoff of an- 
other 4,300 employes next week and 
Bethlehem's disclosure that it will idle 
2.500 persons. 


In Friday's developments: 
— Ford Motor Co. said it cutting pro- 


duction schedules at 11 of 20 North 
American assembly plants and most of 
45 manufacturing plants for one to five 
weeks between Thanksgiving and 
March 1. The production cutbacks will 
force 32,474 employes onto temporary 
layoffs for between one and five weeks 
and will trim Novemberthrough-March 
production schedules by 93.900 cars and 
33,700 t r u c k s . Ford a n n o u n c e d 
Thursday that 3.000 white-collar work- 
ers woufd be idled indefinitely begin- 
ning at the end of this month. 


—Chrysler Corp. said it is laying off

Sirica might drop 2 secondary Watergate charges 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. District 


Judge John J. Sirica indicated Friday 
he may drop two of the secondary 
charges in the Watergate cover-up trial 
of five Nixon White House and campaign 
akfes. 


He said he will rule after the prose- 


cution winds up its case Monday on 
whether he will dismiss one count each 
of lying to the FBI, charged against 
John D. Ehrlichman and John N. Mitch- 
ell. 


"I think it's very weak," he said of the 


government's evidence on the charges 
that Ehrlichman and Mitchell once lied 
in saying all their knowledge about the 
Watergate break-in came from reading 
newspapers. 


Dismissal of the counts would have no 


effect on the main conspiracy charges 
against Mitchell, Ehrlichman, H.R. 
Hakfeman, Robert C. Mardian and Ken- 
neth W. Parkinson. 


The government had been expected to 


rest its case Friday after six full weeks 
of presenting evidence, but things got 
mired in a lawyers' argument over 
whether Ehrlichman can show that na- 
tional security considerations were a 
factor in his actions on Watergate. 


Ehlrichman's lawyer, 
William S. 


Frates, apparently was signaling, 
through his cross-examination of Egil 
Krogh Jr., that Ehrlichman will claim 
he was concerned that Watergate in- 
vestigations would lead to disclosure of 
the 1971 White House-directed burglary 
in the office of Daniel Ellsberg's psy- 
chiatrist. 


Sirica said he will allow some testi- 


mony along that line. 


Ehrlichman was denied national secu- 


rity as a defense in his trial on charges 
that he violated the psychiatrist's rights 
and was convicted by a jury. Krogh, who 
directed the White House investigative 


unit known as the plumbers under Ehr- 
lichman. pleaded guilty and served -4«£ 
months in prison. 


Sirica told Frates he wanted to know 


where his questions were leading, sent 
the jury from the room, and questioned 
him. 


Frates said he intended to show 


through Krogh's testimony that the 
plumbers were operating on Nixon's or- 
ders and that they did not think what 
they were doing was a crime. 


He said Nixon had instructed every- 


one "not to discuss the work of the 
plumbers under any circumstances." 


Sirica said even if Ehrlichman re- 


ceived such instructions, he should have 
known as a lawyer that such searches 
were barred by the constitution. 


"They were instructed by the Presi- 


dent of the United States that under no 
circumstances were they to discuss 
many other things that can't be dis- 


"\ 


cussed and haven't been released yet 
about what the plumbers' unit did." 
Frates argued. "That is very material 
to this issue." 


Sirica responded, "I can't say I agree 


with you." 


Frates said. "We're not trying to de- 


fend the break-in, your honor," and Si- 
nca replied: "I can't say I agree with 
you, frankly, but I'll let you go ahead." 


At that point, chief prosecutor James 


F. Neal argued: "There are some things 
that are inherently wrong ... it's wrong 
to go into a doctor's office in a coven op- 
eration and secure surrepnously and 
covertly the most confidential of all 
communications, between patient who 
needs psychiatric help and the man who 
is giving it to him ... 


"That is simply wrong, and if that is 


required to maintain this country then 
we have lost sight of what this country is 
about." 


VLADIVOSTOK. U.S.S.R. (AP) - 


President Ford arrived at this Soviet 
Far East metropolis Saturday for a 
weekend summit meeting with Soviet 
Communist party chief Leonid Brezh- 
nev. 


The two leaders will confer in a two- 


slory white house on the grounds of an 
oceanic health resort in the hills above 
Amur Bay outside Vladivostok, which 
means "Ruler of the East" and is called 
by some the Soviet Union's own San 
Francisco. It lies about 4.000 miles east 
of Moscow. 


Thousands of school children waved 


goodbye to the American President 
when he left Seoul for Vladivostok after 
a bnef visit to the South Korean capital. 


The 1'^-mile route through downtown 


Seoul from Ford's hotel was lined with 
crowds of children in traditional blue 
uniforms when Ford went to pay a fare- 
well call on President Chung Hoe Park. 


The two presidents and Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger then went by 
motorcade to Kimpo Airport. After a 
brief ceremony. Ford and Kissinger 
took off on a 1',^-hour flight to Tokyo, 
where they were scheduled to stop over 
for 30 minutes before flying on to the 
summit city in the Soviet"Far East. 


In his talks Fnday with Park, Ford 


gave assurances that the United States 
would maintain its 38,000-man troop 
strength in South Korea and, if Con- 


gress goes along, spend up to 5500 mil- 
lion modernizing the Korean armed 
forces. 


In a two-hour session with Park. Ford 


also discussed South Korea's repressive 
domestic policies, which have raised 
concern in Congress and brought criti- 
cism of the South Korean leader. 


Asst. Secretary of State Philip C. Ha- 


bib. a former ambassador to Seoul, re- 
fused to lell.newsrnen what was said be- 
tween the two presidents on this matter 


"I don't think it would be appropriate 


for me to give the details of such a dis- 
cussion." he said. "Our fundamental 
concern is peace and stability in the 
area."

More than 
one factor in 
AT&T suit

NEW YORK (AP) - Except perhaps 


in terms of profits, these aren't very 
comfortable days for big business. 


The utilities are under attack from 


customers, ecologists. politicians and 
others. The automotive companies are 
criticized for their pricing policies and 
polluting ways. The biggest railroad, 
the Penn Central, is being operated In 
bankruptcy. Some airlines are in a regu- 
latory bind. 


Health insurers know all about the 


troubles that bigness can bring. They 
are in a fight, as they view it. for their 
very existence, a fight that if lost might 
' reduce them to mere clerks in a national 
health insurance program. 


Nothing crystalizes the fight that big 


business is in more than the govern- 
ment's antitrust action against Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph, a company 
that serves 80 per cent of Americans and 
which is financially more powerful than 
most nations of the earth. 


AT&T is the symbol. It is huge almost 


beyond comprehension. It employs 
more than one million workers. Its as- 
sets exceed $67 billion. It has raised its 
net income every year but one since 
1947, earning $2.95 billion last year. 


Whether the attacks against big busi- 


ness today are based strictly in the le- 
galities - in an effort, that is, to pre- 
serve the pre-eminence of law over 
individuals or corporations — will con- 
tinue to be argued. 


Most of the attacks, from wherever 


they originate - consumer, ecologist, 
elected representative — eventually 
take a legal.form. But this doesn't dis- 
quise completely the likelihood that po- 
litical motivation might lay at the base. 


To attack big business today seems to 


be good politics. A good portion of the 
public feels it hasn't performed as effec- 
tively as it should in holding down pri- 
ces or in serving thepublic. It is too 
non- 


competitive, too burdened with its own 
bureaucracy, too self-serving, the crit- 
ics says. 


While many companies consider 


themselves marvels of managerial and 
technological efficiency, the public of- 
ten has a different attitude, viewing 
them as dinosaurs possessed of raven- 
ous, 
ruinous appetites and selfish dis- " 


dain. 


With prices rising throughout the 


world, many people wonder whatever 
became of the "economies of volume" 
they had read about in Economics 1. The 
utilities grow larger and so do their pri- 
ces. The carmakers, giants of industry, 
raise their prices almost as often as 
sugar processors. 


The giants have difficulty explaining 


that if they must pay billions of dollars 
for 
ecologically desirable improve- 


ments, or improve their employe fringe 
benefits, or pay higher raw material - 
prices they must pass some of the cost 
on to customers. 


A company such as International 


Business Machines, also under antitrust 
attack, finds it difficult to prove to the 
public that it is really improving its effi- 
ciency, because there is little to mea- 
sure its figures against — except its own 
history. 


AT&T is in the same position in at- 


tempting to prove its efficiency. To a 
great degree it really has no competition 
and, 
as many an AT&T man will argue, 


it really shouldn't. It's efficiency, they 
say, lies in monopoly. 


John D. deButts, chairman, told 


shareholders in the 1973 annual report 
that the industry has throughout its his- 
tory been "a natural Monopoly." He 
questioned "the arbitrary division of 
the market between ourselves and oth- 
ers..." 


AT&T has had sufficient experience 


with selective competition "and enough 
time to examine its long-term conse- 
quences," he said, to have reached the 
conclusion that: 
" ... whenever and wherever its fur- 


ther extension is proposed without suf- 
ficient examination of its impact on the 
public, our obligation to our customers 
requires us to oppose it with all the 
energies we can command." 


AT&T clearly believes it has a mission 


to operate an integrated service and that 
such integration means strength for 
both AT&T and the country.

composed tomato matter.

Canning Co.

KOHLER, Wis. (AP) - Employes of 


the Kohler Co. have voted 2,336-528 to 
make the plumbing ware manufacturer 
a union shop. 


The firm had agreed in a settlement

South follows suit 
with the deuce of hearts, and it's up to 
you to make the next lead. 


"What's the problem?" you may ask. 


You lead another heart, of course. And 
maybe you'll have better luck next rub- 
ber. 


The current rubber ends when you 


lead a second heart. Your partner wins 
with the ace of hearts and returns a 
trump. You can take two trumps out of 
the dummy, but there's still a trump in 
dummy for South's last heart. He ruffs 
that heart, gets back to his hand to draw 
the last trump and can then claim the 
rest of the tricks.

Q: I was driving west on a two-lane 


street, came to a stop at a stop sign with 
my directional signals on for a right 
turn when another car pulled onto the 
gravel to my right and also signalled for 
a right turn. Incidentally, I was In the 
right lane of the two-way street. I feel 
that I was in the proper position for a 
turn. Am I right? I do not approve of the 
law of passing on the right when ap- 
proaching an intersection. It is dan- 
gerous at any time. 


A: As you describe the situation, you 


were clearly in the right and the other 
driver was breaking the law. 


Chapter 346.31(2) of the Wisconsin 


Statutes states that in making a right 
turn, both the approach and the right 
turn shall be made as closely as prac- 
ticable to the right hand edge or curb of 
the roadway. 


The roadway is defined in Chapter 


340.01(54) as that portion of a highway 
between the regularly established curb 
lines, or that portion which is improved, 
designed or ordinarily used for vehicu- 
lar travel, excluding the berm or shoul- 
der. 


Therefore, the other driver, in making 


his right turn from the graveled shoul- 
der was in violation. 


Overtaking and passing on the right is 


legal only when such movement may be 
made in safety and only if the driver can 
do so without driving off the pavement 
or main-traveled portion of the 
roadway. According to Chapter 346.08, 
such maneuvers may be made only 
when the vehicle overtaken is making or 
about to make a left turn, or upon a 
street or highway with unobstructed 
pavement of sufficient width to enable 
two or more lines of vehicles lawfully to 
proceed at the same time in the same di- 
rection in which the passing vehicle is_ 
proceeding, or on a one-way street or di- 
vided highway with unobstructed pave- 
ment of sufficient width to enable two or 
more lines of vehicles lawfully to pro- 
ceed in the same direction at the same 
time. 


From the above definitions, you can 


see that passing on the right under the 
circumstances you describe would not 
be legal. 


Q: A friend told me there is some kind 


of studded snow tire that is still legal in 
Wisconsin. Is this true? 


A: Yes. After April 1, 1975, tungsten 


carbide studs no longer will be legal for 
use in Wisconsin except on emergency 
vehicles, mail vehicles, and cars with 


out-of-state registration for short peri- 
ods. 


Tungsten carbide studs were banned 


by the Wisconsin legislature, and by 
several other states, becasue of the ex- 
tensive damage they caused to road sur- 
faces. 


However, the law still permits the use 


of tires with wire or wire coils, under 
the condition that the percentage of 
metal in contact with the roadway does 
not exceed 5 per cent of the total tire 
area in contact with the roadway after 
the first 1,000 miles of operation. 


The wire coils are designed so they 


protrude from the tire only when it Is 
under stress, such as when stopping and 
starting, and are slightly recessed in the 
tread when the tire is at rest or in uni- 
form motion. The wire coils are avail- 
able only in recapped snow tires. There- 
fore, you would have to check around to 
find an outlet for them in your area.

Private audit sought

A private audit of the Outagamle 


County Health Center, in large part as 
an aid in establishing an effective cost 
control program, was requested 
Thursday night by the institutions com- 
mittee of the unified health services 
board. 


The proposal, encouraged by Michael 


Theiss, the new administrator at the 
health center, will be explored further 
during a Tuesday afternoon meeting 
with the county board's finance com- 
mittee, which has expressed concern 
about 1974 cost overruns at the health 
center. 


Supv. Ted LaPin, unified board chair- 


man, said the finance committee also 
has talked about a possible special audit 
at the health center. 


In other action Thursday, the unified 


board: 


• Differed over some aspects of a pro- 


posed 
personnel 
policy for 
unified 


health services employes. Most of the 
debate centered around more liberal va- 
cation provisions for psychologists and 
other professionals directly involved in 
mental health patient care. 


• Unanimously confirmed the ap- 


pointment of Theiss as health center 
chief. Theiss, 27, administrator of Fam- 


ily Heritage Nursing Home In Neenah, 
said he can start at the health center 
Monday Instead of Dec. 4 as originally 
planned. 
v 


• Heard a report from Mark DeBruln. 


developmental disabilities coordinator 
for the unified board, that Agape, Out- 
agamle County's first group home for 
retarded adults, will open Jan. 1 at 322 
N. Oneida St.. Appleton. DeBruin said 
house parents have been hired for the 
foster care facility which will accom- 
modate eight persons. 


• Transferred administrative respon- 


sibility for Portal House, the county's 


adult day care facility, from the health 
center to the guidance center as of Dec. 
31. 


• Was told by John Maurice, unified 


health services director, that the grow- 
ing unified board staff will have to start 
looking for bigger quarters than are 
provided at the guidance center on W. 
Wisconsin Avenue. 


A health center audit was discussed at 


an institutions committee meeting 
which preceded the unified board ses- 
•sion Thursday. 


Maurice believes there is money in a 


special audits account in the county's 
1975 operating budget to cover the cost 
of a health center audit. 


Woehler's power 
to appoint limited 


A compromise agreement which 


leaves the ultimate power of appoint- 
ments with County Executive Alvin 
Woehler, but gives the county board 
some input, has been ordered by Circuit 
Court Judge Gordon Myse after being 
agreed to by Woehler and County Board 
Chairman Eugene Higgins. 


Involved in the agreement are ap- 


pointments of supervisor members to 
various boards and commissions in the 
county and a time schedule for appoint- 
ing citizen members to those groups. 


The agreement basically recognizes 


the right of a county executive to make 
all such appointments, but will provide 
for a three-member 
"appointments 


committee" from the county board. 


This appointments committee 
will 


recommend the names of three super- 
visors for each vacancy to be filled on a 
board or commission from which the ex- 
ecutive will then select to appoint. The 
executive also will have the right to 
request additional names. 


The issue arose last April when Hig- 


gins rule that the county board could 
elect the five supervisor members to the 
Board of Social Services, rather than let 
Woehler appoint them. There was no 
question raised with Woehler's right to 
appoint the two citizen members to the 
social services board. 


Woehler then filed a suit in Circuit 


Court asking for a declaratory judg- 
ment affirming his right to make all 
such appointments. Instead of ruling, 
Myse ordered the two sides to negotiate 
and appointed Dean Thomas Headrick 
of Lawrence University as referee. The 
agreement on the appointments is what 
came out of those negotiations. 


In the case of the Board of Social Serv- 


ices, the agreement calls «for the ap- 
pointments committee to submit the list 
of supervisor names to Woehler within 
10 days after the organizational meeting 


of the county board in April. Higgins 
said an attempt would have to be made 
to get the names to Woehler on the same 
day the county board meets to avoid 
delaying appointments to other stand- 
ing committees. 


On citizen appointments, the agree- 


ment calls for Woehler to submit names 
to the county board within 20 days after 
a vacancy occurs other than by expira- 
tion of a term, and other later than 15 
days before the expiration of a term. 


This timetable for filling vacancies 


eliminates a complaint of the county 
board that Woehler failed to fill va- 
cancies on the Unified Health Services 
Board for a period of more than six 
months. 


In the case of supervisor appoint- 


ments, the county board must act on 
confirmation at the board meeting im- 
mediately following the appointment. 
For citizen appointments, if the appoint- 
ment is submitted more than 10 days 
prior to the board meeting action on con- 
firmation must be taken at that meet- 
ing. If the name is submitted less than 
10 days prior to a board meeting, the 
board may hold up confirmation until 
the following meeting. 


If the board refuses to confirm any ap- 


pointment, the executive must submit a 
new name within 20 days after that 
board meeting. In addition to the Board 
of Social Services, boards and commis- 
sions affected by the agreement in- 
clude: Unified Health Services Board, 
Handicapped Children's Board, Com- 
mission on Aging, county housing au- 
thority. Manpower/ Planning Board, 
Federated Library Board and Highway 
Safety Commission. All except the last 
have a mixture of supervisors and citi- 
zen members. The safety commission 
has only citizen members. Myse com- 
mended both sides and Headrick for 
working out the agreement. 


"The present accounting system (at 


the health center) Is very Inadequate." 
Maurice explained. He also has been 
concerned that the county Is not taking 
advantage of all available reimburse- 
ments from government agencies on 
medical expenses incurred by health 
center patients. 


Maurice said the health center has 


passed up major Medicare and medical 
assistance reimbursements, which has 
been reflected in needlessly high patient 
care costs. 


Suggestions for a good cost control 


program at the health center would be 
sought from auditors. Maurice said. 


He said his office has had numerous 


disputes with the health center staff 
over billing procedures at the institu- 
tion. 


Operating costs at both the nursing 


home and mental hospital portions of 
the health center have ranked among 
the highest in the state during the past 
few years. 


Expenditures have often gone over 


budgets while Eugene K. Speener was 
superintendent. 
He resigned 
under 


pressure Oct. 1. 


"The 
finance committee wants 


know what happened in 1974." LaPin 
said. Cost overruns at the health center 
will be discussed at next Tuesday's 
meeting. 


Support for an audit came from' 


Theiss and from Kelland Lathrop, insti- 
tutions committee chairman, who com- 
mented, "with the history at the health 
center and with a new administrator, an 
audit might do everyone good." 


The committee agreed with Harold 


Weiland that the audit should be done by 
a private firm specializing in institu- 
tional accounting. 


Theiss favored an audit, saying he 


would like some sort of a "baseline" in ' 
the financial administration of the cen- 
ter. Some costs do not appear to have 
proper itemization, he said. 


"I would feel safe in having an audit- 


ing firm come in now instead of having 
skeletons falling out of the closet six 
months from now," he said. 


Final approval for a health center au- 


dit would have to come from the county 
board. 


Before discussing the audit, the insti- 


tutions committee spent an hour review- 
ing 175 October vouchers at the health 
center. County Board Chairman Eugene 
Higgins had toid the committee he 
wants to examine each of the October 
vouchers. 


Some committee members again were 


concerned about the size of bills sub- 
mitted by part-time doctors, psychiatr- 
ists and psychologists. One October bill 
for psychiatric service was more than 
$3,000. Bills submitted by two other doc- 
tors were over $2,500. About 10 vou- 
chers, most of them for doctor and med- 
ical services, were set aside for further 
investigation. 


Vacations and staff education drew 


most of the unified board fire after 
Maurice presented written suggestions 
for policies covering mental health serv- 
ice employes. He said he was asked by 
the county board's personnel committee 
to draft a proposal. 


Maurice was asked by the unified 


board to rewrite some of the proposals 
and bring them back for further consid- 
eration. 


County personnel policies are incon- 


sistent, Maurice complained. Some em- 
ployes are reimbursed for education 
costs and some are not. The system op- 
erates on "buddyism," he said. That, he 
added, causes problems for adminis- 
trators.

said at

Farm-City Night at Cedar Springs Re- 
sort. 


The annual event, sponsored by the 


Waupaca County Farm Improvement 
Association to promote good relations 
between rural and urban people, drew 
about 200 people from the area. 


"Food, Fiber and America" are the 


concerns of his organization, he said. 
"Agriculture has gone through a revolu- 


tion in the past decade and especially In 
the past 18 months," he explained. 
"Today 24 out of every 25 people do not 
live or work on the farm, but all 25 and 
many more cat and depend on one per- 
son to supply them with food."

ery farmer in America will be feeding 
himself and 62-65 other people and that 
by the year 2000, more than 100 people 
will be fed by one farmer. He pointed out 
that 50 years ago it took 115 man-hours 
to produce 100 bushels of corn while 
today it takes six hours. It took 270 man- 
hours 50 years ago to produce a bale of 
cotton, and today it takes 25. 


Turning to the speed of change in the 


world, he noted that until 1830, man 
traveled up to 30 miles an hour; from 
1830-1910, up to 70 miles an hour; from 
1910-15 up to 475. miles an hour; from 
1945-55. up to 1.500 miles an hour; and 
from 
1955-60, 18.000 miles an hour. 


"Last week I read that the satellite we 
are sending to Jupiter is traveling at the 
rateof 100,000 miles an hour." 


McDowell said that America is doing 


a pretty good job of feeding the world's 
hungry people. Figures show that from 
1965-72, $17 billion worth of food 
was 


given to the underdeveloped countries. 
The U.S. gave SI 1 billion, or 84 per cent; 
"percent came from Canada; 2 percent 
each came from Japan and Germany; 
and 5 per cent from other countries. 


McDowell also touched on consump- 


tion of food, profit, free enterprise and 
what he described as his pet peeve: pet 
food. "In 1973 Americans spent $1.6 bil- 
lion for pet food and it is anticipated 
that by 1976 we will be spending more 
than $2 billion. Now that is more than 
the gross income of all the farm prod- 
ucts in the State of Wisconsin annually. I 
think we've got a few things we have to 
get m better perspective," he said. 


McDowell, who serves on the presi- 


dential advisory council on vocational 
education, stressed the need for more 
vocational education so that students 
graduating from high school have a sa- 
lable skill to get a job. By 1985, he said. 
80 per cent of the students graduating 
will need training for a skill or technical 
occupation, not a college degree.

Writings of unknown religion, Gnosticism, found

CAIRO (AP) - Monks who looked out 


from their desert caves 18 centuries ago 
saw a black and bitter world: centuries 
of foreign occupation had bled Egypt 
dry. tax levies were huge, Roman sol- 
diers were garrisoned nearby, and the 
monks' patriarch in far off Alexandria 
treated them with contempt. 


Inside the caves, the monks imbibed a 


new escapist religion, called Gnostic- 
ism, that was partly Greek, partly 
Christian and partly Judaic, and that 
promised them a better world. 


The" theology repudiated the Old Tes- 


tament God as a fraud and a charlatan 
and blamed him for the world's awful 
state. It spun out a new system of deities 
with a kind of super-God at the head, 
made the serpent in the Garden of Eden 
a good guy. described Noah as a lackey 
of the evil God and promised other- 
worldy redemption for the true believer. 


The Gnostics were spiritualists who 


had no use and no hope for the world 
they confronted. "They were the hippies 
of their day." according to James Rob- 
inson, a California theologian and lead- 
ing Gnostic expert. 


Robinson is putting together more 


than 1.100 pages of Gnostic writing, an 
entire library which the monks, possi- 
bly afraid the texts would be burned as 
heretical, buried in a cemetery cen- 
turies ago. 


The texts, probably written first in 


Greek and then copied in Coptic here, 
are a rich lode for modern theologians, 
possibly even more important than the 
discovery and study of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls in the 1950s a'nd 1960s, according 


Television set burned

New Testament books - elements that 
have long puzzled religious scholars. 


The Gnostic texts were found by villa- 


gers in the upper Egyptian town of Nag 
Hammadi 30 years ago, disappeared 
into the hands of antique dealers and fi- 
nally emerged under the control of the 
Egyptian government, ready for study, 
just four years ago.

"Nobody can remain ahead of infla- 


tion, least of all the taxpayer." said Da- 
vid J. Weber, chairman of the Wisconsin 
Taxpayers Conference. "With economic 
conditions the way they are all over the 
world there is no defensible reason why 
public employes should be bailed out at 
the expense of the taxpayers." 


Members of the conference said they 


would support any programs offered by 
Lucey that would hold down government 
spending. leave more spending money 
in the hands of consumers and give local 
spending authority to the voters. 


"The best thing government at any 


level can do for the taxpayer is to spend 
less money." Weber said. He also advo- 
cated cutting the cost of government by 
letting positions lapse through attrition. 


The journey from Nag Hammadi to 


the Coptic Museum in Old Cairo, where 
the texts are kept, may have battered 
the ancient papyrus texts almost as 
badly as their centuries in the earthen 
jar underground. 


Many of the papyri are in surprisingly 


good shape, and have been translated. 
But about ten per cent of the pages are 
missing and many others exist only in 
fragmentary form, so torn that the text 
is unreadable. 


With the help of his wife, two of his 


graduate students from Claremont 
Graduate School in California, and other 
scholars, Robinson is piecing back to- 
gether much of the Gnostic library's 
shattered papyri. 


With magnifying glasses strapped to 


their brows, tweezers and patience, they 
look for missing fragments of papyri 
from a large collection of unattached 
pieces, the smallest of them containing 
only a part of a single letter. 


Luckily papyrus carries its own fin- 


gerprinting system. The grain of the 
reed strips is clearly visible and an ob- 
servant worker can line up a scrap with 
a larger section just by matching the 
grain patterns. 


Another clue lies in the way the books 


were bound — possibly the earliest ex- 
ample of modern leaf-binding. Groups 
of pages tended to rot or break away to- 
gether, and Robinson's scholars pile up 
adjacent pages and look for similarly- 
shaped scraps missing from one page, 


but visible in another. 


The collection, which is-being pub- 


lished in facsimile by the United Na- 
tions Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization (UNESCO) and 
Egypt, contains 12 volumes of codices. 
Each codex is made up of separate trac- 
tates with titles like "The Gospel of 
Thomas" and "The Gospel of the Egyp- 
tians." There are 47 tractates all to- 
gether. 


The texts are written in Coptic, an off- 


shoot of ancient Egyptian using Greek 
and some hieroglyph-type letters that is 
the liturgical language of the Coptic 
Church. The publication of the Nag 
Hammadi codices has already sparked 
new interest in Coptic study abroad, ac- 
cording to Robinson, and could even- 
tually bring it out of the shadow of 
Phaoronic and Hellenistic studies that 
have long monopolized scholarly inter- 
est in Egypt.

The fiscal control board instructed the 


school board Thursday night to cut the 
operating budget by that amount. 


The morning session was scheduled 


because previous committments by 
board members made evening or after- 
noon sessions impossible. The Thanks- 
giving vacation added to scheduling 
complications. 


The school board will report back to 


the fiscal control board at a 7 p.m. Dec. 
2 meeting. 


Supt. Julian Bichler said that he 


would meet with principals, department 
heads and the finance committee of the 
school board to learn whether they knew 
of areas where budget deletions could be 
made. 


He expressed concern that some dele- 


tions would have to come in the main- 
tenance budget, resulting in delays of 
needed work and ultmimately higher 
expense. As an example, he said that the 
replacement of a ventilating fan in the 
auditorium which was deleted from the 
budget three years ago when it could 
have been replaced for $4,500 will cost 
more than $14,000 next year.

ect calls for the flooding of several acres 
of land and the construction qf a dam in 
the unincorporated community of Potter 
in the Town of Rantoul.

ings against the DNR when bids are let 
or construction starts. 


The suggested list of capital improve- 


ments approved by the DNR was 
sharply reduced by board action, appar- 
ently on signal from the state adminis- 
tration that it wants capital expendi- 
tures held down during the next 
biennium because of anticipated budget 
balancing problems. 


Among the other projects recom- 


mended are: 


— The development of camping facil- 


ities, trails and the construction of a na- 
ture center in the southern unit of the 
Kettle Moraine state park in eastern 
Wisconsin.

in the newly designated Buvkhorn Pen- 
insula state park near the Wisconsin 
River in south central Wisconsin.

— The construction of new area ad- 


ministrative off ice facilities at Hayward 
and Wautoma at a cost of $125.000 and 
$60.000. respectively. 


— Development of the huge Bong rec- 


reational area in Racine County, which 
was acquired by the agency a decade 
ago when the U.S. Air Force cancelled 
plans for a"n air base there. This project 
is the biggest of all, costing 51,675,000. 
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Party chairman tells Republicans to 
'save their breath,' he's not quitting

MILWAUKEE (AP) - Influential Re- 


publican leaders continued shopping 
Friday for a new state party chairman, 
but David C. Sullivan said they "might 
as well save their breath." 


Sullivan, named chairman of the debt- 


burdened organization two years ago, 
said he intends tO| serve out his term 
which expires in June. 


George Parker of Janesville, a pen 


company president, is being promoted 
by former state chairman John Hough 
as a successor to Sullivan. 


"It is very flattering," Parker said, 


"but I think the county caucuses ought 
to be heard on it before I say anything." 


Under Sullivan's stewardship, the 


state GOP has reduced a four-year-old 
debt from about $800,000 to an estimated 
$400,000 despite the intervention of 1974 
election expenses. 


But the Democrats have completed 


their conquest of the statehouse, and 
have trimmed the GOP representation 
in Congress to two members. 


Much of the debt-trimming was re- 


flected in Sullivan's firm restraint on 
election spending, which angered sev- 
eral candidates who contend they could 
have done better against Democrats 
Nov. 5 if the GOP had given them more 
money. 


Amid the grievances, the GOP execu- 


tive committee, at Hough's insistence, 
reduced Sullivan's staff 50 per cent. A 
western Wisconsin GOP leader and a 


Republican state senator have openly 
recommended he resign. 


"There has been a great hurrah in the 


last couple of weeks in an effort to force 
me to quit," Sullivan said. "They might 
as well save their breath." 


Parker, who was state party finance 


chairman when Hough was chairman 
from 1971-73, said he isn't certain that it 
would be proper for the executive com- 
mittee to force Sullivan out of office. 


"I feel sorry for Dave and all the heat 


he has been getting," Parker said. "But 
before we say anything, we should hear 
what the county units have to say."

Hearing to implement 
Indian program held 


Appleton appears to be "a favorite 


drinking spot for out-of-county resi- 
dents," and it's causing a problem for 
Outjigamie County's Unified Health 
Serrices Board. 


Tie county is getting stuck with hos- 


pitjfj bills from intoxicated, ill persons 
from other counties, according to John 
R. Maurice, unified health services di- 
rector. 


Under a state law that took effect Aug. 


1, public intoxication is no longer a 
criminal offense. Intoxication is treated 
as in illness and counties are required 
to provide treatment for intoxicated per- 
sons. 


la most counties, treatment is pro- 


videxJ through unified health services 
boards. 


Generally, the program has been go- 


ing ^smoothly in Outagamie County, 
Maurice told his unified board 
Thursday night. He-aid he is getting co- 


operation from St. Elizabeth Hospital, 
where many intoxicated persons are 
taken first by police and other agencies 
to determine if they need medical atten- 
tion. 


But, said Maurice, Outagamie County 


is getting billed for some indigents from 
other counties who are being admitted 
to the hospital before unified boards in 
their home counties can be contacted. 


Unified boards in some counties have 


decided not to pay in-patient costs un- 
less they are contacted before the intoxi- 
cated patient is admitted, Maurice ex- 
plained. 


Sometimes the person is too intoxi- 


cated and sometimes medical care is 
needed too quickly for a determination 
to be made on identity, ability to pay, 
place of residence, Maurice said. In 
those cases, it's often too late to ask out- 
side unified boards for admission au- 
thority. 


The situation is further complicated 


by the patient's right to privacy, Maur- 
ice.said. Some doctors have said it is 
unethical for them to contact agencies 
about their patients. 


"We have the whole question of medi- 


cal ethics involved here," Maurice said. 


"One guy from Winnebago County has 


been in St. Elizabeth three times al- 
ready:" Maurice said. "He's a shrewd 
operator. He says to just send the bill to 
the unified board." Maurice said the 
man has been sent a bill from the uni- 
fied board. 


Some insurance carriers will pay hos- 


pital bills for persons needing detoxifi- 
cation treatment. But, when no one 
pays, the unified board gets the bill. 


Unified board members discussed the 


possiblity of seeking liens or judg- 
ements against patients whose bills are 
picked up by the county. Maurice said 


he would discuss the issue with Corp. 
Counsel William Schuh. 


He also said that plans are to try to 


have a unified health services counselor 
in the emergency room at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital to try to resolve some of the 
residency and billing problems immedi- 
ately. 


Maurice also revealed Thursday that 


he and some of his staff involved in the 
alcoholism treatment program have ex- 
plored the possibility of having a group 
home for chronic alcoholics for whom 
ali other treatment routes have failed. 
Maurice told a reporter that costs are 
being researched. Other W1Sconsin 
counties, including Winnebago, have es- 
tablished such group home stabilized 
living situations. Maurice explained. 
The program has been successful in 
Canada, he said. 


NEENAH — Thursday night's open 


hearing on the implementation of the pro- 
posed Indian Education Program for the 
Neenah school district was attended by 
six members of the parent advisory com- 
mittee and one other interested parent.

a survey of needs this fall. Now, it re- 
mains for the Neenah school board to ac- 
cept theprog ram as proposed, so that the 
funding can be received. 


Kenneth Boivin. physical education 


teacherat Conant Junior High School and 
Indian education coordinator, along with 
Conant Principal Monte Pelton. 
presented their proposal for implement- 
ing the education progra'm to the school 
board's committee-of-the-whole on 
Tuesday. If approved, they hope to hire a 
teacher aide in January so the program 
can begin second semester. 


The two men originated the proposal in

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Our divorce court 


When Outagamie County's four judges sat down this week 


to deliberate about how they would divide judicial duties, 
they came to a lamentable decision. The onus of it will fall 
most heavily on men and women and children involved in di- 
vorces. 


For years, people in the county concerned with the divorce 


process have tried to build into the judgements true and 
studied concern for the people involved, particularly the 
children. 


Social workers and others chose the family court concept 


as the best way of doing it. and they worked hard to put the 
idea through. They reasoned that, since many children who 
get into trouble with the law, come from breaking or broken 
homes, one judge should handle both juvenile and divorce 
cases. He could then deal in an understanding manner with 
the problems of the total family. 


Those who pressed this concept had a secondary objective: 


to replace Judge Urban VanSusteren with another judge in 
divorce matters. 


Two years ago the judges agreed to try the family court 


concept on a trial basis, placing Judge Thomas Cane on its 
bench. 


Upon review this week Judge Cane contended that in only a 


few cases had he been confronted with a juvenile from the 
family of persons he had divorced. In cases of those who do 
come from broken homes, Judge Cane said he could receive 
full and valuable information about the parnets and the fam- 
ily situation by using the Department of Social Services 
staff, which assigns cases and counsels largely on a family 
basis. The advantages of a family court can be had by ju- 
dicious use of social workers who know the families. 


But now the judges have agreed, to leave Judge Cane in 


charge of juvenile cases and place Judge VanSusteren back 
on the divorce court, and he has often expressed an open dis- 
respect for the work of social workers and for some social 
workers as individuals. In addition, the judge has expressed 
public contempt for divorce work. 


Certainly granting divorces (it amounts to that, since very 


few are contested and even fewer denied) can be very un- 
pleasant work. The daily spectacle of embittered couples 
fighting over custody of children, homes, furniture and au- 
tomobiles saps the most concerned judge. Yet we feel Judge 
VanSusteren's attitude and demeanor in divorces is unduly 
hardened. 


The judges would better have decided to divide the divorce 


cases among two or three of them, so that none was forced to 
bear the whole burden. There are systems that will prevent 
attorneys from shopping for the judge they want. And the ad- 
ministrative intricacies could be worked out, as they have 
been in other counties.

WIN, President Ford's public relations 
program to mobilize ordinary citizens to 
do battle against inflation? 


"Whip Inflation Now" was launched 


just over a month ago, amidst great fan- 
fare and an almost total lack of prelimi- 
nary planning and organization. 


The President's pet project has not 


had an auspicious beginning. Since its 
formation, the economic indicators have 
gotten worse, piling the terror of reces- 
sion upon the fear of inflation. Even the 
White House now admits a recession is 
pan of the problem, but WIN is not 
geared for that Jittle complication. 


WIN was created in such haste that 


confusion was probably inevitable. One 
of the group's few leading business 
members stalked out of a meeting and 
publicly protested at a press conference 
what he thought was a policy tougher on 
price increases than on wage increases. 
WIN is now hastily adding other, more 
cooperative business representatives to 
its task forces. 


The organization has no formal 


budget as yet. and is still seeking a ma- 
jor fund raiser. It was the President's 
idea that WIN should be self-supporting 
from voluntary contributions. For the 
moment, however, the taxpayers are in- 
voluntarily paying for most of its ex- 
penses. Only $600 in unsolicited contrib- 
utiofs has been received. The 
President's budget takes care of White 
House coordinator Russell W. Freeburg

WIN's productivity is limited by its 


relatively small staff. It was only last 
week that WIN mailed out formal 
requests to state and local governments 
to organize special committees in their 
areas, which is at the heart of the pro- 
gram. And clerical help is so shon that 
only 48,000 of the approximately 170,000 
letters from supporters have been an- 
swered. At that rate it will take three 
months to reply to them all,-which 
might well dampen the writers' en- 
thusiasm. 


Ten million buttons have been ordered 


so far by major business concerns, to be 
handed out to customers and otherwise 
used in the program. Freeburg believes 
that industry response, on the whole, 
has been quite good. 


But WIN has no central method for 


monitoring the way in which companies 
choose to employ the WIN slogan. Al- 
ready there have been reports around 
the country that some stores are claim- 
ing customers can fight inflation by pur- 
chasing their goods, with no indication 
that the goods are fairly priced. In fact, 
ads urging the public to buy now and 
buy more are contrary to the tighten- 
your-belt philosophy advocated by most 
economists and the President himself. 


Sears, Roebuck and Co., the nations' 


largest retailer, became the first, big 
national company to pledge support for 
the WIN campaign. It then announced a 
sizable personnel layoff, eight weeks be- 
fore Christmas. Mazda, the Japanese 
automobile company, is the first indus- 
trial firm to combine a substantial price 
slash with a WIN advertising campaign. 
But Mazda has been having trouble sell- 
ing its cars since the Federal Energy 
Administration gave it bad marks for 
gas mileage last year. Conserving 
energy, including gasoline; is supposed 
to be one of WIN's goals. 


It is clearly too early to predict 


whether WIN will be worth it. The most 
optimistic calculations do not foresee 
buttons in any appreciable numbers ap- 
pearing on the streets for another month 
or so. and it may be spring before the 
program's impact can be evaluated. 


But it is difficult to believe that a pub- 


lic relations campaign can lift the cur- 
rent psychological gloom, until and un- 
less there is a substantive government 
reform program and prices really do 
stan to go down. 


When I must know the correct time, it 


is always obtainable. The secret is to 
know when to know the time. For ex- 
ample: IT you have an appointment at 2 
p.m., then the only Important time for 
you Is 1:59 p.m. That's when you want to 
be standing in front of the door, ready to 
enter. 


To be there at that time you can make 


your movements with constant refer- 
ence to the time on your watch, calcu- 
lating your progress and the need to 
speed up or slow down, accordingly. 


If that's how you like to live, go ahead, 


you and the millions of people who live 
nice orderly organized lives. 


Me? I'll continue to be a nut. 
I'll keep on enjoying what's going on 


around me, noticing the children pass- 
ing by on their way to school, or at re- 
cess; or seeing when they have disap- 
peared. I'll notice the bus passing my 
corner, on time on its appointed rounds. 
The harried young office girl hurrying 
back from her lunch break shopping 
will be a reminder that I", too. must soon 
be back at my desk. The world around 
us is full of things that tell us approxi- 
mately what the time is. The people 
around us, fellow workers, neighbors, 
passersby, traffic — or lack of it — 


birds, animals, the sun, everything has 
a clue for us. 


It's true I have to sacrifice a few mo- 


ments, sometimes, leaving early be- 
cause it may be later than 1 believe it is 
as an appointment nears. But It isn't a 
loss. It is a gain of a relaxed moment 
that allows me to see and enjoy life more 
fully.

Put a premium on 
oil's 'cheapness' 


Herewith my long-awaited solution to 


the oil crisis. 


First, a little perspective. As recently 


as 1970, producers were paying the Per- 
sian Gulf states about a dollar a barrel 
for oil. By 1973, before the embargo, this 
had risen in response to what one might 
call natural economic forces, to $1.75. At 
that point'came first the embargo, then 
the huge administered rise — to the 
present level of about $9.50. 


Meanwhile, on the home front, there 


is what they call "old oil," and new oil. 
The old oil was discovered before the 
embargo and the price of it was control- 
led at $5.25, to which it had recently 
risen from $4. Figure a dollar to trans- 
port a barrel from the Persian Gulf to 
the East Coast of the United States, and 
you note that United States crude was 
about a dollar a barrel more expensive 
than Persian Gulf crude before all the 
excitement. That differential was owing 
to import controls. These were justified 
on the grounds that for the sake of na- 
tional defense, we had to encourage lo- 
cal production. Those controls, needless 


. to say, have been anachronized. Now we 


charge a flat 18 cents per barrel on im- 
ported oil, a trifle. 


It is, under the circumstances, rea- 


sonable to assume that in the absence of 
political manipulation, crude would be 
selling for about $5 a barrel. Let us ac- 
cept that figure for the sake of analysis. 


Congress should proceed to levy a tax 


on imported oil as follows: For every 
dollar an American importer pays in ex- 
cess of the $5 per barrel, a tax of one dol- 
lar should be levied. Thus, an importer 
paying the price currently charged by 
Saudi Arabia, which is'$ll.25 per barrel, 
would have to pay a tax of $6.25 per 
barre. This means that Saudi Arabian 
oil would cost American importers 
$17.50 per barrel, which means that they 
would search frantically for cheaper oil. 
And that, of course, is the purpose of the 
exercise: To break down the cartel by 
exaggerating the cartelized price — by 
doing one's best to price it out of the 
market. The objective, obviously, is to 
put a premium on cheapness. Those ex- 
porting countries that desire a large 
share in the American market will, in 
effect, have to bid for it. At the same 
time, the tax, which wil be passed on — 
necessarily — to the consumer, discour- 
ages the profligate consumption of oil. 


Ninety-five per cent of our imported 


oil comes from the following countries 
at the following rates: Canada, 25 per 
cent (about 300 million barrels per 
year); Nigeria and Iran, 20 per cent 
each; Indonesia and Saudi Arabia, 9 per 
cent each; Venezuela, 8 per cent; and 
Algeria, 5 per cent. Canada is not a 
member of OPEC, but might as well be. 
She has slapped a $5.25 per barrel ex- 


port charge on oil, so as to cash in on the 
bonanza. Very well, let's make that 
$10.50 - in effect. 


The point need not be elaborated. To 


the extent that the consuming public ab- 
solutely has to have the oil, it will pay 
the increased price for it. But the de- 
mand will slacken, and when that hap- 
pens, you will find Canada reducing its 
expert tax. And you will find Nigeria's 
representative meeting a big American 
buyer on a park bench and whispering 
out a proposed .. . 


The best way to combat a cartel is to 


force it to go beyond the economic limit 
it is itself careful not to traverse. And 
supply a quick inducement to those who 
will break away from it in order to max- 
imize income. 


There isn't an alternative that com- 


bines the effectiveness, and the sense of 
fairness, of this one. By now we have 
come to terms with our extramilitary in- 
capacity to solve the problem. The sug- 
gestion that we should embargo the 
shipment of grain to the Arab states 
breaks down under scrutiny: They don't 
need that much, and could get what they 
want easily, paying hard cash, from a 
fugitive exporter. No embargo of ma- 
chine goods is likely to bind the West: 
Someone will trade. Moreover, although 
it would be all the more effective if Eng- 
land and France and Italy and Japan 
joined us in adopting the identical ap- 
proach, it is unnecessary that they 
should do so in order to make it effec- 
tive: We import more than a billion bar- 
rels of oil per year, so we are ourselves 
big enough to have an effect. 


As usual, the market system provides 


an elegant reply — even to the pressures 
of oligopoly.

Second subnuclear particle found 


STANFORD. Calif. (AP) - A second 


new and mysterious nuclear particle 
has been found deep within the atom, 
just days after the first discovery was 
announced, physicists said Friday. 


"I don't know just what I think right 


now," said physicist Burton Richter, 
when asked about the significance of the 
burst of new activity in the world of 
physics. 


Richter, the head of a research team 


at the Stanford Linear Accelerator Cen- 
ter — SLAC — said the two discoveries 
"leave us with still more questions to 
answer ... and very little sleep for any- 
one." 


The newest discovery, made just last 


Thursday, at SLAC, is of a nuclear par- 
ticle named Psi 3700, found in the cas- 
cade of particles produced in the colli- 
sion of beams of particles at the 
Stanford Center. It was found at an 
energy level of 3.7 billion electron volts 
-BEV. 


Last Saturday, the SLAC group an- 


nounced the discovery of a particle at 
3.105 
BEV and named it the Psi 3105. 


The same particle also was announced 
at the same time by a team from Mas- 
sachusetts 
Institute 
of Technology-

structed to explain the nature of matter. 
The discovery of yet another particle is 
not yet understood, either. 


"There has been a population explo- 


sion of theorists trying to explain the 
new Psi particles, it has created a mad- . 


house at the SLAC lab." said Wolfgang 
Panofsky. SLAC director. 


"The pace is apalling." said R. Ron- 


ald Rau. associate director for high 
energy physics at Brookhaven, at Up- 
ton, N.Y. 


Just one of the surprising and mys- 


terious properties of the newly discov- 
ered particles is that they have a rela- 
tively long lifetime before they decay - 
100 billlonths of a billionth of a second. 


There are a variety of guesses as to 


what the new particles may represent, 
such as expressions of strong or weak 
forces at work in the nucleus, or involv- 
ing the idea of quarks as the fundamen- 
tal particles of matter. 


And one of these guesses concerns a 


so-called "charmed quark," a particle 
that would fill out the idea of three fun- 
damental quarks with a fourth quark 
with certain physical properties physi- 
cists call charm.

at the hospital but they finally did and 
the test showed she had that disease. 
By that time her temperature ran to 
107. They rushed her into intensive 
care and called a specialist on the dis- 
ease from Boston and managed to save 
her life 


So. between my brother's call, your 


article and my memory, my niece is 
convalescing. I thought it might be in- 
teresting to you.

operas unless you 'are prepared. 
You will hear at least every word of 
the rest of the song, a little off key, 
and probably the rest of the opera, 
along with interesting facts about 
the lives of Gilbert and Sullivan and 
highlights of the best productions 
ever. That's the way G&S fans are. I 
know. I'm one of them. For us, the 
operettas exist as much in the mind 
as they do anywhere. We, like lovers 
of Shakespeare, go to the theater 
knowing all the lines. And for us, 
any Gilbert and Sullivan is better 
than none. With this background, 
then, I can say that I went to the Ci- 
vic Auditorium for the Broadway 41 
presentation of "The World of Gil- 
bert and Sullivan" Thursday ex- 
pecting to be entertained. I was 
right, because whatever flaws the 
concert may have had, it was Gil- 
bert and Sullivan.

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Meat labeling to have 
new look next month 


It was a year ago that the National 


Live Stock and Meat Board, based in 
Chicago, launched a massive, albeit vol- 
untary, campaign to spur meat retailers 
into 
simplifying 
and 
standardizing 


today's sprawling non-system of meat 
labeling. The aim was clear-to enable 
us to identify what we're buying and 
thus to compare real costs of one cut 
against another-and among (he pro- 
posals were: 


* Reduce the number of red meat 


names from more than 1,000 to about 
300, and label each meat package with a 
three-part description including species 
of animal (beef), name of the "primal" 
•cut (chuck) and finally, the specific re- 
tail cut. 


Sought to end fancy names 


* Eliminate meaningless, fanciful 


meat-cut names (e.g.. "His" and "Her" 
steaks) as the sole description of a meat 
package. 


* Require retailers to list the min- 


imum per cent of lean meat in ham- 
burger. 


* Encourage food stores to distribute 


meat buying and meat preparing infor- 
mation to consumers, in the store. 


What progress has been made? Ac- 


cording to a survey by the Chicago 
board of the nation's larger super- 
markets: 


A majority already have converted to 


the new system, or plan to do so before 
yearend. Retailers have been distribut- 
ing a "Beef Buying and Cooking Guide" 
at the rate of 50,000 per week and, in 
most cases, absorbing this expense 
themselves. 


At least 32 states have passed or have 


launched state-wide voluntary pro- 
grams to adopt the new standards. 


In fact, the new system has so im- 


pressed the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture that it is now considering a propo- 
sal to make the labeling rules 
mandatory on all retail cuts of meat 
coming from federally inspected meat 
plants (about half of all meat). 


Ask the meat manager 


, Meanwhile, if your local food store or 
supermarket has not installed the new 
meat labeling system, ask the manager 
why not; urge him to do so; and study 
what information does now appear on 
the store's meat labels. 


Here are two new clues on labeling im- 


provements to look for in the immediate 
future. 


(1) On Dec. 8, a new "open dating" 


regulation will go into effect, giving 
you, for the first time, major guides on 
how fresh are the meat and poultry you 
are buying. Under the new regulations. 


the calendar date stamped on a meat 
package must be identified as "packing 
date," "sell by date," or "use before 
date." Terms such as "for maximum 
freshness" also may be used to qualify 
these dates. Meat and poultry packages 
might be labeled "packed on Nov. 11," 
for instance. 


(2) Also in December, any meat (or 


other food) which is claimed to have 
special nutritional properties (e.g., "en- 
riched") or to which vitamins and min- 
erals have been added must be labeled 
with details on calorie content, protein 
content amd amounts of key vitamins 
and minerals. This would disclose the 
percentages of the USDA's "Recom- 
mended Dietary Allowances" (or 
RDAs) -the amount of each nutrient 
needed by one adult each day. Many 
food processors and retailers have gone 
ahead on their own, beating this dead- 
line. 


The dating regulation is Voluntary, 


will not force meat processors and re- 
tailers to switch from their cryptic 
codes to plain, understandable package 
dating. But many processprs will join 
the increasing numbers already using 
open dating to help consumers in shop- 
ping and comparing. Open dating also 
helps retailers with stock rotation. 


Of course, open dating alone cannot 


guarantee quality or wholesomeness, 
for a crucial factor in these is proper 
handling and storage of the food from 
processor to consumer. 


But you and I will, in many cases, now 


be able to tell which meat and poultry 
products are the freshest and, there- 
fore, which we can safely store for the 
longest period in our own refrigerators. 


And if the stores reporting to the Meat 


Board continue to follow through on 
their stated plans, there is absolutely no 
doubt that progress in our favor will 
have been made in a crucial area on a 
broad front.
